Caution and Sufpition to be very highly Reaſo- 
nable. For if he believes the Daxphin to be of 
his own begetting, his own natural Veins, and 
thereby indued with his own Aſpiring and Inſa- 
tiate Thi:ſt of Empire, and but looks home into 
himſelf, and conſiders how little and feeble Barrs 
the moſt ſolemn Engagements of Honours, Ob. 
Jizations, Leagues, Treatics, Alliances; nay, 
Oaths and Sacraments themſelves, have been to 
his own too ſoaring Ambition, he has too much 
Ground to ſear that a Chip of the ſame Block 


or ever will equal; and we can do our great 
Lewis no higher Juſtice, than for thig ſingle thought 
to acknowledge him an Original :- For as that 
Prince's unhappy bitter Draught was in a man- 
ner wholly mixt by Lewis's own Hand ; as his 
Fall and Ruine were ſo highly owing to the French 
Councils and Meaſures, his ever too Potent, too 
Governing, and too Fatal Guides. As Lewis 
has been ſo leading a Cauſe, and fo notorious an 
Inſtrument in poor James's undoing . It's very 
hard to envy Miſery of his own making, fo poor 
a Pittarce of Charity under his own Roof: ?Tis
